He eldeſt of the Lords Propretors ſhall be Pallatine, and upon the

pals. And it {hall not be lawful to put the Seal ot the Palatmate to 
any Writing which is not Signed by the Palatme or his Deputy, and 
three other 'Proprietors or their Deputies. "To this Court allo belongs 
all State Vatters, Diſpatches, and Treaties with the neighbour Jidians. 
To this Count allo belongs all Invaſions of the Law, ot Liberty of (on- 
/uence, and all Diſturbances of the publick Peace upon pretence of 
Rel:gior, as allo the Licenle of Printing. The twelve Aſſiſtants belong- 
ng to this Court, fſha!l be called Recorders. 


V hatever palles under the Seal of the Palatmate, ſhall be Regiſtred 
in that proprietor's Corrt to which the Matter therein contained be- 
longs. 


The Chancellor or Is Deputy ſhall be always Speaker in Parliament, 
and Preſident of the Grand Council, and in his and his Depurty's ab- 
lence, one of his Vice-Chancellors. 

The <ief Juſtices Court, conſiſting of one of the Proprietors and his 
ix Conncellors, who ſhall be called Juſtices of the Bench, ſhall Judge all 
Appeals in Cates both Civil and Grimmal, except all ſuch Cafes as ſhall 
be under the Jurildiction and Cognizance of any other of the Proprie- 
tors Courts, which ſhall be Tried in thole Courts reſpectively. The 
Government and Regulation of the Regiſtries of Writings and Con- 
tracts, {hall belong to the Juriſdiction of this Court. The twelve 
AſSjtants oft this Court ſhall be called Maſters. 


The Conſtables Conrt, conhiſting of one of the proprietors and his fix 
Councellors, who ſhall be called Marſhals, ſhall order and determine 
of all Military Affairs by Land, and all Land-Forces, Arms, Ammu- 
nition, Artillery, Garrilons and Forts, &c. and whatever belongs 
1to War.

The Acmiral's Court, conlifting of one of the Proprietors and his 
ſix Comncellors called {o1ſuls, ſhall have the care and inſpection over 
all Ports, Moles, and Navigable Rivers, lo far as the Tide flows, 
and allo ali the 5ublick Shipping of Carolma, and Stores thereunto be- 
longing, and ail Maritime Affairs. "This Court alſo ſhall have the 
Power or tie Court of Admiralty ; and ſhall have power to Conſtitute 
Juages ia Port-Towns, to Try Cales belonging to Law-Merchant, as 
ſhall be moit convenient for Trade. The twelve Aſ$tants belong.- 
iag to this Court ſhall be called Proconſuls. 


In time of actual War, the Admiral whil'!'t he is at Sea, thall 
Command in Chiet, and his fix Councellors, or ſuch of them as the 
Palatmes Court {hall for that time and Service appoint, ſhall be the im- 
mediate great Officers under him, and the Procon/rls next to them. 


The Treaſurer's Court, conliſting of a Proprietor and his fix Com- 
cellors, called Under-Treaſurers, ſhall take care of all Matters that 
concern the Pubilick Revenue and* Treaſury. The twelve AſSiſtarts 
{hall be called Avdrtors. ; 


The Hizh Steward's Court, conlifting of a Proprietor and his fix 
Councellors, catlea Comptrollers, ſhall have the care of all Foreign and 
Domeſtick Trade , Manufafures , publick Buldmgs , Work-bouſes, Highs 
wayes, Paſſaces by Water above the Flood of the Tide, Drains, Sew- 
ers and Banks againſt Inundations, Þridges, Poſt, Carriers, Fairs, Markets, 
( orruption or Infection of the common Aw or Water, and all things 
in order to the publick - Commerce and Health; alſo Setting out and 
Surveying of Lands; and allo Setting out and appointing Places for 
Towns to be built on in the Precmets, and the preſcriving and de- 
termining the Figure and bignels of the faid Towns, according to fuch 
Models as the {aid Court ſhall: otder, contrary or differing from 
which Models it ſhall not be lawful for any one to Build in any 
Town, This Court ſhall have power allo ro make any publick 
Bulding, or any new High-way, or enlarge any old High-way, upon 
any Man's Land wharfoever, as allo to make Cutts, Channels, Banks, 
Locks, and Bridges, for making Rivers Navigable, or for Draining 
Fens, or any other publick Uſe.

Court alſo ic ſhall belong, to Conv ocate the Grand Conncal. The twelve 
Aſujtants belonging to this Court, ſhall be called Provoſts. 


All Caulcs belonging to, or under the Jurildiction of any of the 
Proprietors ( ourts, ſhall in then reſpectively be Tried, and ultimately 


Determwed, without any farther Appeal. 


T Proprietors Courts ſhall have a power to mitigate all Fines, and 


ſuſpend all Executions in Criminal Caules, either betore or after Sen- 


rence 1n any of the other mferiour Courts reſpectively. 


In all Debates, Hearings or Trials, in any ot the Proprietors Courts, 
che rwelve Aſs/tants belonging to the ſaid Counts reſpectively, ſhall 
have liberty to be preſent, bur {ſhall not interpoſe, unlels their Opi- 
nions be required, nor have any Vote at all; but their Buſinels ſhall 
be, by the direction of the relpe&tive Courts, to prepare ſuch Bufi- 
nels as ſhall be committed to them; as allo to bear tuch Offices, and

In the Precintt Court no Man ſhall be a Jury-man under fifty Acres 
of Freehold. In the Comnty Court, or at the Aſs12es, no Man thall be 
a Grand Jury-man under three hundred Acres of Freehold ; and no 
Man {hall be a Petty Jury-man under two hundred Acres of Freehold. 
In the Proprictors Courts no Man ſhall be a Juwy-man under hve hun- 
dred Acres of Freehold.

fine Silver as is at this preſent in one Engliſh Peny, or the value 
thereof to be as a Chief Rent and Acknowledgment to the Lords Propries 
tors, their Heirs and Succefſors for ever; except ſuch perſons with 
whom the Lords Proprietors have made ſome other agreement un- 
der their Hands and Seals. And it ſhall be lawful for the Pals 
tine's Court by their Officers at any time, ro take a new Survey 
of any Mans Land, not to out him of any part of his Poſſe!- 
ſion, but that by fuch a Survey the juſt number of Acres he pot- 
ſeſleth may be known, and the Rent thereupon due, may be paid 
by him. 


All Wrecks, Mmes, Mumterals, Quarries of Gemms, and Precious 
Stones, with ws 46. » Whale-fiſhing , and one half of all Amber- 
greece, by whomloever found, ſhall wholly belong to the Lords 
Proprietors. 


All Revenues and Profits belonging to the Lords Proprietors, ( ex- 
cept for Lands and Rents ſold ) in common, ſhall be divided into 
ten Parts, whereof the Palatme ſhall have three, and each Pro- 
prietor one; but if the Palatme ſhall Govern by a Deputy, his De: 
puty ſhall have one of thoſe three Tenths, and the Palatine the 
other two Tenths. 


All Inhabitants and Free-men of Carolma above ſeventeen Years 
of Age, and under f1xty, ſhall be bound to bear Arms, and Serve 
as Soldiers, whenever the Grand Council ſhall find it neceſfary.
